comprising: 

receiving a formatted document the formatted document having formatted text 
comprising a plurality of words, each word comprising one or more characters, each character 
having a character appearance defined by One or more font properties and each word having a 



word appearance defined by the font properties of its-characters, the formatted document being 
^ formatted on one or more -pages, and each word having a fixed position on one of the one or 

more pages: 

^ partitioning the formatted text into a plurality of groups of words based on the fixed 

positions of the words on their respective pages, the font properties of the words, or bot h, each 
group of words having a group app e arance d e fined by one or - m e re text properties ; 

assigning an element from a predefined set of markup language elements to each of two 
or more groups in the plurality of groups of words, the assigning being based on the fixed 
positions of the words on their respective pases, the font properties of the words, or both; 

deriving an element style for the assigned element, the element style comprising a 
character style, a layout style or both, the character style being derived from the font properties 
of the characters of the words in the groups of words to which the element is assigned, and the 
layout style being derived from the text properties of the groups of words to which the element is 
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assigned; and 

creating an electronic document comprising a style sheet defining the element style. 

2. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein the text is partitioned into groups of 
words according to the fixed positions of the words on their respective pages word position s and 
aa the element is assigned to each group of words solely on the basis of the fixed positions of the 
words on their respective paees po s ition of th e group of words on the pag e. 

3. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein the lext is partitioned into groups of 
words according to the font properties of the words in the text and a» the element is assigned 
oaoh group of words solely on the basis of the font properties of the words in the group two or 
more groups of words. 

4. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein the text is partitioned into groups of 
words according to the fixed positions of the words on their respective pages word pocitiorifl and 
the font properties of the words in the text and at l e ast on e the element is assigned to e ach group 
of words based on the fixed positions of the words on their respective pages position of th e group 
of words on th e pag e and the font properties of the words in the group two or more groups of 
words. 

5. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein each group of words has a group 
a ppearance defined bv one or more text properties, the method further comprising: 

comparing the group appearances of all groups of words to which the assigned element is 
assigned, creating one or more alternate elements if the differences among the group appearances 
exceed a predefined threshold, and assigning each group of words to the original assigned 
element or an alternate element. 
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6. (Original) The method of claim 5, wherein a numeric value defining the predefined threshold 
is obtained from user input. 

7. (Original) The method of claim 5, wherein a numeric value defining the predefined threshold 
is a preprogrammed numeric value. 

8. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein the predefined set of predefin ed 
elements is the set of HyperText Markup Language elements defined in HTML 4.0. 

9. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein the predefined set of pr e d e fined 
elements is the set of Extensible Markup Language elements defined in XML 1.0. 

10. (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein the predefined set of elements comprises: 

a header element and a paragraph element. 

1 1 . (Original) The method of claim 10, wherein the predefined set of elements further 
comprises: 

an address element, a blockquote element, a list element, a table element and a caption 
element. 

12. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the character style comprises at least one font 
property and an associated value. 

13. (Original) The method of claim 12, wherein the font property is selected from a predefined 
set of font properties comprising a font family, a font style, a font weight, a font variant and a 
font size. 
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14. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the layout style comprises at least one text 
property and an associated value. 

15. (Original) The method of claim 14, wherein the text property is selected from a predefined 
set of text properties comprising a text decoration, a text alignment, a text indentation and a text 



18. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , further comprising detecting and setting page 
margins for pages of the document page. 

1 9. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein the style sheet is an e xt e nsibl e 
Extensible Stylesheet Languaee (X5V) style sheet-(XSfc). 

20. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising creating an electronic 
document comprising a markup language version of the sourc e formatted document. 

21 . (Currently Amended) A computer program product, tangibly stored on a computer-readable 
medium, for proc e ssing a formatt e d comput e r r e adabl e sourc e docum e nt having one or more 
pag e s, th e sourc e docum e nt having t e xt compri s ing a plurality of words, e ach word comprising 
on e or more character s , each character having a ohoraotor appoaronoo dofinod by one or moto 
font proportion and oaoh word having a word app e aranc e d e fin e d by th e font properti e s of its 
characters and a position of th e word on a pag e , the product comprising instructions operable to 
cause a programmable processor system to: 

receive a formatted document, the formatted document having formatted text comprising 
a plurality of words, each word comprising one or more characters, each character having a 
character appearance defined by one or more font properties and each word having a word

23. (Currently Amended) The product of claim 21, wherein the text is partitioned into groups of 
words according to the font properties of the words in the text and en the element is assigned to 
e ach group of words solely on the basis of the font properties of the words in the group two or 
more groups of words. 

24. (Currently Amended) The product of claim 21, wherein the text is partitioned into groups of 
words according to the fixed positions of the words on their respective pages word positions and 
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the font properties of the words in the text and at l e ast on e the element is assigned to e ach group 
of words based on the fixed positions of the words on their respective pages position of th e group 
of - words on th e pag e and the font properties of the words in the group two or more groups of 
words. 

25. (Currently Amended) The product of claim 21 , wherein each group of words has a group 
appearance defined bv one or more text properties, the product further comprising instructions 
operable to cause a programmable processor system, to: 

compare the group appearances of all groups of words to which the assigned element is 
assigned; 



create one or more alternate elements if the differences among the group appearances 
exceed a predefined threshold; and 

assign each group of words to the original assigned element or an alternate element.

the predefined set of elements includes a header element and a paragraph element. 

31. (Previously Presented) The product of claim 21, wherein: 

the character style includes at least one font property and an associated value.

the layout style includes at least one text property and an associated value. 

33. (Currently Amended) The product of claim 21, further comprising instructions operable to 
cause a programmable proooocor system to: 

detect and set page margins for pages of the document page. 
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34. (Currently Amended) The product of claim 21, further comprising instructions operable to 
cause a programmable processor system to: 



create an electronic document including a markup language version of the source 
document 
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
